Delay Action 
In Fee Suit 


BERLIN , Dec. 5.— (U P )—W al- 
th er Funk, m inister of economics, 
issued a decree today empow ering 
authorities to order Jew s to liquid­ 
ate th eir business, real estate and 
other property. 
Jew s are being required to pay 
"voluntary contributions’* am o u n t­ 
ing in some cases to as high as 
350,000 m arks (1140,000) to obtain 
passports to leave Germ any, well­ 
informed q u arters said. 
It could not be learned w hether 
the practice is general but there 
were reports of men who were 
informed w hen they went to police 
headquarters 
w ith 
valid 
papers 
th at a contribution "to aid indigent 
Jew s to em igrate” would help their 
own cases. 
C it* Cases 
In at least several cases, Jew s 
were inform ed th at they were u n ­ 
der a passport ban and when they 
inquired w hy w ere told th at "vol­ 
untary co n tributions’’ m ight make 
it possible to lift the ban. 
In some cases, the am ount ran 
as high as 20 per cent of the m an's 
total fortune. 
One m an who said

com m unity received no passport. 
The strin g en t N azi laws, which 
include forced sales of property, a 
refugee tax and various oth-?r de­ 
ductions, as well aa conversion into 
foreign currency a t ruinous rates, 
reduces the fortunes of em igrants 
to around four or five per cent, 
doing much to reduce the stream of 
Jewish refugees from the country.

Bennet said th a t the statem ent, 
which w as published as "authoriz­ 
ed" by Ford a fte r a discussion by 
Dr. Franklin, was "absolutely cor­ 
rect.’’ 
He said he read the sta te ­ 
m ent before it w as released and 
added th a t It was "reproduced ex­ 
actly as my copy of it read.” 
In his discourse. F ath er Cough­ 
lin said th a t representatievs of so ­ 
cial justice had asked Bennet if 
the statem ent w as authorized by 
Ford.

The w aterspouts are the first to 
have been seen off tb s coast of 
England since one w as reported 
off Beachy H ead three years ago. 
T hat one, which reached a height 
of about 2000 feet, w as said to 
have bee® the largest ever asea 
off the shores of England. 
W aterspouts have the ap p ear­ 
ance of solid columns of w ater, 
but are 
in 
reality composed of 
fine m ist draw n up from the sea 
by cold a ir currents. W hile they 
rarely occur in northern w aters, 
they

in 
equatorial

NEW TORK.—Come depression, 
recession or whatever you want 
to call I t the shower of gold at 
the race tracks grows heavier by 
the year. 
Betting at mutuel tracks for 1938 
already is ahead of th at for 1937, 
a survey by the United Press show 
od today. Reports from 16 of 18 
states where betting on the horses 
is legalized, show that $270,005,306 
ha* been waged this year as against 
I26S.69S.255 in 1937. 
California, where the season is 
fast coming to a close, heads the 
list with upwards of 175,000,000 bet 
in 262 days of racing. This figure 
represents an increase of approxi­ 
m ately 55 per cent over 1937 when 
$47,976,269 was reported for 196 
days of racing. The longer season, 
to which the new Hollywood track 
contributed $16,858,398, accounted 
fo r the record figure. 
M assachusetts, with 90 days of 
racing, the same as last year, was 
second on the list with close to s 
86 per cent Increase for 148,991,865. 
Only three states — Maryland, 
Michigan and New Hampshire — 
reported an appreciable decline. The 
sodden curtailm ent of the Bowie 
m eeting in M aryland and unusual 
bad w eather a t the fall meeting of 
the four m ajor tracks was believed 
to have caused the drop of almost 
$4,000,000 in th at state. 
Unsettled labor conditions was 
blamed for a drop of IS per cent 
ta Michigan while New Hampshire 
conducted but 46 days of racing 
—l l less than in 19S7—a t Rocking­ 
ham park.

WHO ARC TAX EXPERTS? 
. I listened patiently to two long speeches made at 
the California State Chamber of Commerce on tax­ 
ation. A man had flown across the country for the 
sole purpose of addressing the Chamber. 
It seems rather a pity that the Stat* Chamber 
would Uke the time and energy of people to listen 
to a man who was no more constructive than this 
speaker. He simply told what he believed would 
make a good tenure tax plan. He would limit the 
surtax on any individual to 40 per cent and he had 
very definite limitations on every kind of tax. He 
referred to the tax "experts,’’ but when he was asked 
to explain how he recognised a tax expert, what the 
qualifications were for a tax expert, he said that 
there was no such thing as a tax expert; that he 
had used the word carelessly. 
When he was asked if his plan was not arbitrary. 
he contended that ail Uxation was arbitrary. He 
simply had no principle on which taxes were based. 
He believed they could be arbitrary. 
And because people have tried to establish taxes 
from an arbitrary basis, is one of the reasons why 
we are 20,000,000 Jobs short in this country. 
This speaker asked the writer how there could be 
a tax System that was not arbitrary and I attem pt­ 
ed to explain that if we charged each individual as 
nearly aa we could In proportion to what that indi­ 
vidual cost the government for the service which the 
government rendered to him, this would not be an 
arbitrary taxing system. If the government would do 
like any honest business attempts to do—charge 
each customer as nearly aa he can, a certain per- 
cenUge above the coat—there would be nothing a r­ 
bitrary about this system of taxation. 
But for a man to stand up and say that certain 
figures were the right amount of taxation and not 
explain how he arrived at these figures, is certainly 
not helpful to the audience. One was inclined, from 
a sarcastic standpoint, to ask such an individual 
what would happen to the rest of us, if this man, 
who could tell the amount each individual should be 
taxed, should happen to die. We would be in about 
the same position aa the people in Germany and 
Italy, who have to take orders from a dictator! Un­ 
der a true democratic form of government, our taxes 
should be run on certain fundamental principles 
that will add to the general welfare of all the peo­ 
ple and not be left to the arbitrary whim or hunch 
of some so-called tax expert. 
If we were asked to define a tax expert, we would 
say he was a man who could point out the results, 
over a long period of time, of certain taxing prin­ 
ciples being carried out in the past by different 
nation*. He could show the results that followed 
and also point out influence that affected the re­ 
sults of the taxing system. 
It Is of the utmost importance that the people 
come to understand that taxation should be carried 
out on certain fundamental principles and not trust 
some man, whom they regard as magical or has 
some super knowledge to blindly set a certain figure 
and tell the rest of the world it would bring re­ 
sults, if he could not explain the principles and put 
them In harmony with the first law of life. Hit 
reputation aa a speaker on taxation can only satis­ 
fy those people who are delighted with pleasant 
illusions.

Labor and Farm Economics

’‘economics” is little more than a de­ 
scription of labor organizations, a 
history of laborers 
efforts to lo- 
crease their share of the social in­ 
come. and a series of arguments as to 
why labor should get more of the so­ 
cial income Just how much labor 
should get is rarely made clear 
Some so called “labor economists” 
leave the impression that laborers 
should get all the social income if 
they can In short, the principles set 
forth in “labor economics” are usu­ 
ally vague, foggy, or nonexistent 
The art aspect of ‘’labor economics" 
is little more than advocacy of a class 


of one hand the genuine economists 
Lo the field of labor who stick to seo* 
nomics and view labor’s problems is 
the light of social welfare as a whole 
Such men are not welcome in the 
circle of those labor "economists” who 
are really little more than prolabor 
agitators. 
The consequences of this unfor­ 
tunate situation are that both labor 
and society in general have been 
made to suffer unnecessarily. Tho 
nomics is both real economics of labor is not widely 
a science a n d understood, and the labor problem 
has been reduced to a matter of clan 
struggle. This leads nowhere except 
to trouble, and reveals relatively lit­ 
tle intelligence in dealing with these 
matters. 
Almost exactly the same things can 
be said about the so • called "eco­ 
nomics” of agriculture. Proof of this 
can be conclusively demonstrated bf 
scrutinizing the agricultural programs 
which this nation has seen advanced 
for many years, but particularly 
since 1933 In general, economic prin­ 
ciples have not only been largely 
ignored, but vigorous efforts have 
been made to set up programs which 
run counter to economic law*. The 
results ought to be obvious by this 
time. Just as the so-ctlled “labor 
economists" have perpetuated a huge 
unemployment, so have the so-called 
“agriculture economists” perpetuated 
agricultural distress. Look at th* fol­ 
lowing prices of four principal agri­ 
cultural products at leading markets:

He said the U S. W eather bureau, 
in cooperation with the army, had 
network of 25 stations making 
r e g u l a r 
alrplane-meteorograph 
flights into the sub-stratosphere in 
1936.
